The ent- 
nese Minister said tonight that he 
could not believe the report, exprees- 
ing the opinion that if there had been 
such a change he would have been 
promptly notified. The report is re. 
ceived with considerable skepticism. 
The Chinese officials here are unac- 
quainted with the lineage of the youth 
said to have been chosen by the Em- 
press Dowager for the throne. 

KWANG su's SUCCESSOR. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

WASHINGTON, December 29.—Some 
months ago the Empress Dowager 
designated the young son of Prince 
Tuan as the successor of Kwang Su. 
Although the name given in the dis- 
patches as that of the new successor 
differs from that named by the Em- 
press Dowager some time ago, they 
may be one and the same, as imperial 
names refer to the dynasties, and, 
change upon appointment to the 
throne, that of Kwang su being dif- 
ferent from the name he bore before 
he ascended the throne. Should the 
change be confirmed, it would doubt- 
less be regarded by the powers as a 
high-handed act, and one not likely to 
be countenanced. 

Amid the present condition of affairs 
such a procedure by the Empress 
Dowager would be an offense against 
China as well as the powers. Under 
the ancient system of China, the Em- 
peror is able to name his successor, at 
times going outside of the imperial 
family, although under the present 
dynasty it has been the custom to des- 
ignate the son and heir as successor, 
or, in the absence of a son, to select 
a member of the imperial family. 
Kwang Su is the nephew of the former 
Emperor, who had no sons, and desig- 
nated his youthful nephew, to succeed 
him. But in the recent disturbed con- 
ditions of the empire, the ancient us- 
ages appear to have been lost sight 
of, and in September, 1898, the Em- 
press Dowager executed a coup d'état 
and took the reins of government in 
her own hands, practically displacing 
the Emperor. 

The previous acts of the Empress 
Dowager have not been such as would 
permit intervention by the powers, al- 
though the Emperor has made ap- 
peals to Great Britain and other coun 
tries to uphold his ancient preroga- 
tives. .But with the powers operating 
in China, it is not likely that they will 
permit a further exercise of the Em- 
press Dowager's influence, particularly 
if it takes the obnoxious ‘form of

So the President is 
not surprised to hear now that before 
blindly accepting the agreemnt as

GOV. GAGE CHANGES LIMITS.

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 23.—On recom- 
mendation of Dr. C. H. Blemer, State 
Veterinarian, Gov. Gage today irsued 
a proclamation, changing the present 
quarantine against the disease ermang 
lcattle known as Texas, splenetic, or 
southern fever, fixing it as follows: 

Beginning on the Pacific Coast, where 
the northern boundary line of Monte- 
rey county connects with the Pacific 
Ocean, thence easterly along the north- 
ern boundary. -* Monterey and San 
Benito counties to the western boun- 
dary line of Merced county: thence 
northerly, easterly and southerly along 
the western, northern and eastern 
boundary line of Merced county to the 
southeast corner thereof; thence north- 
easterly along the northern boundary 
of Madera sounty to the northeast cor- 
ner therszo?; thence southerly and east- 
erly along the eastern boundary lines 
of Madera, Fresno and Tulare counties 


thence easterly along the southern 
boundary line of Inyo county to its 
intersection with the eastern boundary 
line of the State. 

It is unlawful for any rallroad, 
steamboat or transportation company, 
its officers or agents, to accept fur 
shipment, or to ship or transport any 
cattle originating or being south or 
west of the line described, destined to 
any point in the State, north or east of 
the line, except in accordance with 
the regulation concerning cattle trans- 
portation as may issued h- the 
United States Department of Agricu!- 
ture, and except such cattle are shipped 
by rail for immediate slaughter. In 
case of such shipments last named be- 
ins made, separate pens must be set 
apart for receiving cattle so shipped. 
and cars shall be cleansed and disin- 
fected before again used, and all cars 
used for such shipments must be pla- 
carded, “Southern cattle.”

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. | 


HE season in this city has been 

marked by the production of much 

that has been both entertaining 
and educating in musical art. Those 
cities which encourage orchestral 
music, of which Boston is an example, 
are said to educate their listeners to 
critical comprehension of music not | 
possible for the average student. Los 
Angeles i the encouragement of a 
symphony orchestra is illustrating an 
appreciation of the best means of 
musical culture for the people.

words could produce, some of them 
exceedingiy mand and solemn, as in 
the noble hymns and anthems of the 
church, to which most such poems be- 
long. Even the jovialty of the Latn 
words of songs of friendship and good 
cheer is rich, ful and resonant. 

Both Gaudeamus and Lauriger“ 
have always been reputed to have come 
from German universities, and the 
songs themselves bear sufficient evi- 
Aence of their origin. The spirit of the 
music is German. n Gaudeamus, one 
pleasing stanza is distinctly charac- 
teristic of domestic life and the indus- 
trious, homely qualities of the wives, 
even of professional men in Germany. 
These are the poet's lines of loyalty to 
the fair sex, which many of your 
readers can translate for themselves: 


“Vivant omnes virgines, 
Faciles, formosae; 
Vivant et mulieres

verse in these songs is unsurpassed in 
any modern lines in that language. 
Any nearly Iteral translation of them 
into English would be insipid and a- 
most worthiess.

[Musical Courier: ] Alexander Czeke, 
one of the foremost violinists in the 
South. died suddenly in Montgomery 
Ala.. December 9. He was playing the | 
concluding measure in one of Bes- 
hoven's sonatas when the bow dropped 
from his hand and the violin fell frem 
his chin and crashed u the floor. 
In less than ten seconds the violinist 
was dead. Czeke was a native of 
Hungary.

He traveled 
with Madame Essipoff, Rudolph WM- 
mers and Madame Trebelili.

MAKFS A SHOWING.

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—The Financier 
says: “The Associated banks report 
for the coming months’ receipts of cur- 
rency equal ¢o the January remittances 
that usually flow in this direction.
